This 
advertisement  is  sponsored  by  the 
Knights  »f  -Columbus. 

This  advertisement  is  very  subtle, 
containing  a  grain  of  truth,  but  when 
taken  as  a  whole  is  absolutely  false. 
The  Bible  is  not  a  Catholic  book!  It 
was  written  by  men  who  were  inspired 
by  the  Holy  Spirit.  Matthew,  Mark, 
Luke,  and  John  who  wrote  the  Gospels 
were  not  members  of  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  Church.

The  State  Music  Director  spent 
the  week  of  February  11th  through 
the  17th  working  with  the  Choctaw 
Indians  of  Neshoba  county  in  a 
week  of  music.  Classes  were  held 
in  the  Canaan  church  located  two 
miles  west  of  the  Indian  Reserva¬ 
tion  Center  known  as  Pearl  River 
Rev.  B.  B.  Isaac,  a  Choctaw  In¬ 
dian  .is  pastor.  Calvin  Isaac,  the 
son  of  the  pastor,  is  the  pianist  in 
the  church.  Brother  Simpson,  the 
Home  Mission  Board  Representa¬ 
tive,  cooperated  in  promoting  the 
week  of  music.  Each  afternoon  at 
3:30  a  group  met  in  the  Bethany 
Church  for  special  training  and 
work  on  an  ensemble  to.  enter  the 
State  Festival  of  1952.  The  classes 
ranged  around  100  and  the  attend¬ 
ance  was  practically  100  per  cent. 

A  new  method  of  teaching  was 
necessary.  The  Indian  is  a  silent 
type  of  individual  but  is  respon- 
I  sible  when  asked  to  do  something. 
When  speaking  to  each  other,  they 
speak  in  the  Choctaw  language, 
but  most  of  them  speak  English 
and  read  well. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  most 
of  the  hymns  in  the  Broadman 
Hymnal  were  familiar  to  them.

Peace  Answer  May 
Lie  In  Personal 
About-Face 


The  businessmen  of  America 
may  awake  some  morning  to  find 
themselves  on  the  brink  of  a  “spi¬ 
ritual  awakening  of  major  propor¬ 
tions,”  it  is  reported  in  the  cur¬ 
rent  (March  1st.)  issue  of  The 
Saturday  Evening  Post. 

An  article  entitled  “The  Men  Who 
Decided  to  do  Something”  relates 
that  this  might  come  about  through 
the  quiet  work  of  four  organiza¬ 
tions  whose  members  believe  that- 
if  everybody  stopped  being  quarrel¬ 
some  and  dishonest  and  started  to 
see  where  they  should  be  changed 
themselves,  we’d  have  peace.  They 
say  it’s  wholly  possible  for  every¬ 
body,  even  Communists,  to  do  just 
that. 

The  new  era,  they  add,  could  be 
brought  about  by  adjustments  of 
individual  living  and  thinking.  The 
Laymen’s  Movement  for  a  Chris¬ 
tian  World  mentions  "dedicated” 
men,  the  Christian  business  man’s 
committee  uses  the  term  “saved,  ’ 
International  Christian  Leadership 
speaks  of  being  “committed,”  and 
Moral  Re-Armament  calls  it 
“changing,”  according  to  author 
!  Jerome  Ellison. 

He  finds  that  members  see  them¬ 
selves  as  carrying  the  basic  mis¬ 
sion  of  their  churches  into  wider 
spheres.  One  member  keynoted  the 
group  spirit  with  the  remark:  “We 
laymen  have  decided  that  there 
must  be  more  to  religion  than 
passing  the  plate  and  discussing  the 
!  church  mortgage.  Either  its  a  vital 
experience,  intimately  and  honestly 
shared,  or  it’s  nothing.”  Another 
said,  “Maybe  we  can  get  our  ideas 
'  across  in  places  the  churches  have 
not  reached.” 

The  article  reports  they’ve  al¬ 
ready  got  them  across  to  some  ex¬ 
tent  in  industry,  in  the  labor  move¬ 
ment,  in  government  and  in  homes. 
In  the  four  groups  are  policy-level 
executives  of  at  least  fifty  firms  of 
national  repute,  ranking  officials  of 
two  international  unions,  two  state 
governors,  a  third  of  the  U.  S.  Sen¬ 
ate  and  a  fourth  of  the  House. 

He  also  cites  the  fact  that  the  ef¬ 
fectiveness  gets  down  to  the  indivi¬ 
dual  with  a  story  of  a  Long  Island 
contractor  who  charged  $200  for  al¬ 
terations  to  a  kitchen,  the  found 
i  $150  would  cover  his  cost  and  leave 
a  nice  profit.  The  housewife  was 
astonished  to  receive  a  $50  refund 
and  has  made  such  a  talking  point 
of  the  experience  that  the  contrac¬ 
tor's  business  has  multiplied.

CARRAWAY  OBSERVES 
TENTH  ANNIVERSARY 

Rev.  Clyde  C.  Carraway  will  ob¬ 
serve  the  tenth  anniversary  of  his 
pastorate  at  Boyle  on  March  1.
